He said the Teamsters got 
stock, a mortgage on equipment 
and “everything else in the way 
of collateral we could get to 
cover the loan.” 

“We saved the jobs,” he con- 
tinued, “a new management 
was put in, everything was 
streamlined gnd the com 
now is operating in the black. 
I don’t think it will be long be- 
fore we get back everything 
we've put into it.” 

Another Loan. 


It was disclosed also that 
Brewster agreed last week to 
Jend $300,000 of. the union’s 
funds to another company, 
B Ball Trucking Lines, to 
help it buy a ship.to operate 
between Seattle and Canada. 
The latter loan was to be se- 
cured by stock. 

‘Earlier today the committee 
subpenaed all Brewster's per- 
sonal records and.

Unpublished Survey Re- 
portedly Says That 
Big Trucks Are Not 


Bearing Fair Share of 
Road Costs.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 21 
—Publication of the results of 
a State Highway Department 
survey reportedly showing that 
heavy trucks do not bear a fair 
share of highway costs, was held 
up because of objections by 
representatives.of three inter- 
ested itidustry groups, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 

The objections came from the 
Missouri Bus and Truck Asso- 
ciation, the American Truck As- 
sociation and the petroleum in- 
dustry. 

The survey was finished last 
fall, but after complaints were 
made over the methods and rat- 
ing factors used, the Highway 
Commission withheld its ap- 
proval. Copies that were dis- 
tributed were marked in red 
ink: “Preliminary and unap- 
proved report.” 

The highway department un- 
dertook the study at the request 
of the Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri, to determine whether all 
types of vehicles were paying 
fair shares. Rex M. Whitton, 
chief engineer of the cal 
ment, notified interested grou

SEEK AGCORD ON 
MIDEAST GRISIS 


First Exploratory Talks 
Concerned With Re- 
sponsibility of UNEF, 
Navigation in Suez 


Canal. 


CAIRO, March 21 (AP) — 
President Nasser of Egypt and 
United Nations Secretary Gen- 


eral Dag Hammarskjold met 
tonight in an effort to reach 
agreement on Middle East prob- 
lems. 

Before his conference with 
the Egyptian president, Ham- 
marskjold talked for three 
hours with Foreign Minister 
Mahmoud Fawzi. Since ar- 
riving in Cairo early today he 
had held a round of confer- 
ences with Maj. Gen. E. L. M. 
Burns, U.N. commander, Dr. 
Ralph Bunche, U.N. under sec- 
retary, Lt. Gen. Raymond A. 
Wheeler, in charge of U.N. op- 
erations to clear the Suez 
canal, and other assistan 

Nasser prepared for the talks 
by conferring with Wing Cmdr. 
Ali Sabry, his political advisor, 
and Brig. Gen. Salah Gohar, di- 
rector of Egypt's Palestine de- 
partment. 

Egyptian sources said the 
first exploratory talk would be 
concerned with the responsibili- 
ty of the U.N. Emergency 
Force, now that Israel has with- 
drawn from Egypt, and “the 
question of navigatiom®in the 
Suez canal.” 

Egyptian Balk Expected. 

Egypt was expected to balk 
at the plea Hammarskjold re- 
portedly will make for an Egyp- 
tian-Israeli proclamation of non- 
belligerency. 

It was believed Hammarskjold 
would call for such pledges as a 
major curb against renewed 
warfare and that Israel would 
agree to " alent. The Israelis 
have said all along they are 
~—— to talk peace with their 


The Arab allies of the 1048 
Palestine war have refused to 
talk peace with the Israelis. 
They have used the continuing 
technical state of war as a 
basis for their econemic boy- 
cott of Israel and their refusal 
to let Israeli ships use the Suez 
canal and the Gulf of Aqaba. 

The Secretary General was 
smiling as he stepped from the 

lane that brought him on his 
ifth visit to Egypt in little 
more than a year. He declined 
to make any statement to 
reporters. 

A U.N, press spokesman said 
he did not know whether Ham- 
marskjold would visit the canal 
area and the Gaza strip or how 
long he would remain in Egypt. 

Pian for Gaza Strip. 


For the Gaza strip, Ham- 
marskjold was expected to try 
to work out a plan that would 
neutralize the area militarily 
while leaving it under 
tian administration. He will 
urge the stationing of UNEF 
troops along both sides of the 
border separating Gaza and Is- 
rael, a proposal Israel rejected 
previously in regard to its 
territory. 

Official sources in Bermuda, 
where President Eisenhower 
and British Prime Minister Har- 
old Macmillan are meeting, re- 
ported Britain now believes it 
might help ease tension if Is- 
rael would accept the placing of 
“symbolic” UNEF elements in- 
side Israeli territory.

Talks on Suez, Gaza

HAMILTON, Bermuda, March 
21—The thorny issue of the 
Middle East engaged President 
Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Macmillan today at their first 
meeting here in Bermuda in an 


effort to work out a common 
policy to heal the breach be- 
tween the two principal part- 
ners in the West alliance. 

Mr. Eisenhower in an open- 
ing statement expressed the 
conviction that before the three- 
day conference is ended the 
British and American delega- 
tions will have laid the ground- 
work for agreement on the 
major problems that sepfrate 
the two powers today. y 

The immediate and urgent 
decisions that must be taken in 
the Middle East on the Gaza 
strip and the Suez canal were 
taken up and certain difficult 
aspects were referred later to 
the experts of both delegations 
who were to report 
back later in the’ day. Then 
the President, the Prime Min- 

er, Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles and Foreign Sec- 
retary Selwyn Lloyd will con- 
sider them again, 

Note of Good Will, 

As reported by Presidential 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty and Foreign Office 
spokesman Peter Hope at a 
briefing immediately following 
the morning session, the con- 
ference began on a note of 
good will with the prospect that 
iscussion of the Middle East 
would be completed today. 

Both the President and the 
Prime Minister agreed in their 
opening statements they would 
not talk about the blame for 
past differences. There was ho 
good, they said, in talking about 
spilled milk. 

Instead the conference, which 


is to end on Saturday, will con- 
centrate on settling the prob- 
lems now current. In line with 
this determination there was 
detailed discussion of Suez 
canal tolls.

¥ Says Trip to to Africa 


Convinced Him ‘En- 
lightened Policies 
Should Continue. 


WASHINGTON, March 21 
(AP)—Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon returned from Africa 
today, confident he won thou- 
sands of new friends for the 
United States during his 20,000- 
mile aerial good will tour. He 
was accompanied by Mrs. 
Nixon. 

“Everywhere we went we 
were overwhelmed by the 
friendship shown for the Gov- 
ernment and people of the Unit- 
ed States not only among lead- 
ers but people in every walk of 
life,” he said. 

The nine-nation trip con- 
vinced him, Nixon said, there is 
“a great responsibility” for the 
United States to “continue to 
follow enlightened policies 
which deserve the support of 
these peoples.” 

The Nixons were greeted at 
the Washington airport by their 
daughters, Patricia and Julie; 
by Acting Secretary of State 
Christian A. Herter, Adm. Ar- 
thur W. Radford, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and 
members of the ‘diplomatic 
corps. 

Nixon came back with recom- 
mendations for increasing Unit- 
ed States economic and tech- 
nieal aid to countries on the 
African continent. He also 
wantg better personnel at Amer- 
ican @mbassies, consulates and 
information offices. 

Nixon’s recommendations to 
President Eisenhower probably 
will.be kept private. However, 
these appeared to be the poli- 
cies he favors after visiting 
Ghana, Liberia, Ethiopia, Ugan- 
da, Morocco, Libya, Sudan and 
Tunisia:

If the Board of Aldermen fails to act on the 
Ozark Expressway route by Friday, one more 
expensive defeat. for the public welfare—poten- 
tially a $30,000,000 defeat—can be credited to 
“aldermanic courtesy.” 

Mayor Tucker has warned that the city stands 
to lose $30,000,000 of federal highway funds if 
the Ozark expressway is not approved. Yet the 
aldermanic Committee on Streets is approaching 
the last day of the Board's current term without 
having permitted the Board to vote on this bill. 

Of the seven members of this committee, only 
two represent wards immediately affected by 
the Ozark route.

A delinquent child is well on 
his way to being so before he 
comes of school age, and the 
size of the class he is in, wheth- 
er large or small, will not itself 
cause or prevent delinquency, 
he said. 

Answering a contention that 
there is a great deal of truancy 
in overcrowded areas, Dr. 
Painter said that skipping school 
is a revolt against authority and 
is not directly related to over- 
crowding. 

Contributing Factor. 

He conceded that overcrowd- 
ing can be a contributing factor 
to delinquency and added that 
in overcrowded areas there is 
apt to be more restlessness and 
“horseplay” because the teacher 
has too much to do to maintain 
strict discipline. However, he 
said, a child who misbehaves in 
class will not necessarily learn 
less of the fundamentals, 
though he may miss other 
things of value. 

The most important factor in 
teaching, Dr. Painter told the 
group, is for the teacher to 
establish a good relationship 
with each pupil because “we 
don’t learn anything except over 
a bridge of relationship.” He 
said that “if a child doesn’t care 
anything about the person who 
is telling him something he will 
invest nothing in it.” Smaller 
classes are more conducive to 
such a relationship, he declared.

Despite recent mushrooming 
suburban growth, Zeckendorf 
said he believed the biggest fu- 
ture effort would be in “the 
rejuvenation and renaissance of 
existing cities.” Without such 
effort, he said, “the central 
cities will just go busted.”

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GOV. WILLIAMS 
MAKING MOTIONS 
10 SHED ClO TAR

WASHINGTON, March 21 
(UP)—Reports from Michigan 
indicate that Gov. G. Mennea 
Williams is making motions to 
rid himself of the CIO label. 

A nationally-advertised show 
of independence from his 
friends in the United Automo- 
bile Workers seem to be a pre- 
condition for any serious Wil- 
liams campaign for the Dem- 
ocratic presidential nomination 
in 1960. 

The UAW, a dominant force 
in the Michigan Democratic 
party, was one of the two dom- 
inant unions in the CIO before 
the AFL-CIO merger. Walter P. 
Reuther; the last CIO pres- 
ident, is president of the UAW 
and a vice president of the 
AFL-CIO, 

Williams has made some re- 
cent judicial appointments with- 
out consulting Reuther. Al- 
though Reuther was understood 
to support the appointments, he 
was reported to be miffed that 
he was not consylted. 

In Michigan, Williams's 
action was interpreted as a 
move to show he was not the 
handmaiden of the CIO, even 
though he still would welcome 
its support. 

His Probable Plans. 

Although Williams's political 
plans have not been an- 
nounced, he is expected to run 


for a sixth two-year term as 


Governor next year and is re- 


garded as an aspirant for the | 


presidency in 1960. 
His appeal would be to the 


left wing of the Democratic 
party—those who want to go. 


on from where the New Deal 
and the Fair Deal stopped. His 
nomination would mean the 
party was swerving to the left. 

Democrats are now engaged 
in a great debate over the 
course to be followed until 
1960. Adlai E. Stevenson was 
nominated in 1952 and 1956 as 
a moderate who could keep the 
South in the party. Even so, 
four Seuthern states went for 
President Eisenhower in 1952 
and five gave him their elec- 


toral votes in 1956. | 


Even Stevenson now stands 
to the left of the middle-of-the- 
road Democratic leadership in 
Congress, where the party rec- 
ord must largely be made in| 
the next four years. 

With Mr. Eisenhower's pro- 
gram firmly identified with the 
middle of the road (a little to 
the left of it to some Repub- 
licans) a substantial segment of 
the Democratic party believes 
it must go left. This line of 


argument holds that the party 
must take an aggressive line 
to win back the votes of the big 
cities, labor, Negroes and other 
minorities which have been 
slipping to the G.O.P. 

Could Be Beneficiary. 

If this philosophy prevails in 
1900, Williams could be the 
beneficiary just as Gov. Averell 
Harriman of New York tried to 
be in his bid for the 1956 presi- 
dential nomination, But to many 
in the Democratic party now, 
Williams hews too closely to 
the CIO line to be salable na- 
tionally to farmers, Southerners | 
and others not completely | 
enamored of the goals of an | 
aggressive labor movement. 

By 1960, Willlams may have 
to compete with Democratic 
Governors such as Robert B. 
Meyner of New Jersey, Edmund 
S. Muskie of Maine and others 
who could step out on the na- 
tional scene in the next three | 
years. 

It has become a_ political | 
maxim that a Governor from a | 
populous state automatically has | 
certain basic qualifications for 
his party's presidential nomina- | 
tion. | 

. His state has a large delega- | 
tion at the nominating conven- 
tion and a prized bloc of elec- | 


toral votes at election time. He | 


has administrative experience, 
presumably of value in the 
White House, And he does not 
have to take frequent stands on 
public issues, as do congres- 
sional leaders and Cabinet mem- 
bers whose public pronounce- 
ments may offend some groups 
of voters while winning favor 
with others.

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BUSINESS TAX 
RATE EXTENSION 
NEARS APPROVAL 


WASHINGTON, March 21 
(AP)—Senator Harry F. Byrd 
(Dem.), Virginia, said today 
House leaders have agreed to 
go along wiith a plan to in- 
crease from a year to 15 months 
an “extension of present rates 
on corporation and excise taxes. 


In view of this, Byrd told a 
reporter, the Finance Commit- 
tee he heads undoubtedly will 
vote for an extension to July 1, 
1958. The House already has 
voted an extension to April l, 
1958. Unless Congress acts, the 
business tax rates will. drop 
April 1, cutting revenues three 
billion dollars a year. 


Byrd said the longer exten- 
sion would have the advantage 
of making the tax dates corres- 
pond with the Government's fis- 
cal years, which start on July 1, 
so that, “if we ever can cut 
taxes, we would know just how 
it would affect the revenue.” 


Humphrey’s View. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey told the 
Finance Committee yesterday 
he would have no objection to 
the 15-month extension pro- 
vided it did not delay final ac- 
tion on the bill beyond March 
31. 

Byrd said House leaders had 
told him they would accept the 
change without a conference. 
This would mean the measure 
could be sent to the White 
House before the deadline if 
the Senate acts by the middle 
of next week.

HUMPHREY UN 
FOR CONTROL OF 
BUDGET REJECTED 


WASHINGTON, March 21 
(AP)—A House Appropriations 
subcommittee today rejected as 
“impracticable and unworkable” 
an Administration proposal to 
improve congressional control of 
| the budget. 

The plan was adyanced first 
by Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey in 1955. One of its 
major proposals was that Con- 
gress withhold final action on 
all appropriation bills annually 
until sometime in June of each 
year. 

At that time a final tabula- 
tion would be made showing the 
effect on the budget of all ap- 
propriation and revenue bills 
tentatively approved up to that 
time. Congress then would en- 

act an “amendatory” appropri- 
ation bill altering amounts pre- 
viously voted in individual bills 
so spending would not exceed 
income. 


Hearings Held in 1955. 


The subcommittee that turned 
down the proposal was headed 
by Representative George H. 
Mahon (Dem.), Texas. It con- 
ducted brief hearings in 1955 
but did not submit its report to 
the full committee until today. 
It recommended that the full 
commtitee “take no further ac- 
tion” on the recommendations 
of Humphrey. 

It also recommended that the 
existing appropriation process 
not be changed to provide for 
appropriations on the accrued 
expenditures basis. That method 
would provide for each year 
only the funds that will be spent

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St. Louisan's School Year in Morocco 
Principal Clyde E. Hanebrink Taught at U.S. Base, Saw Signs ot French and Arab Strife

S he reads current headlines. 

from North Africa, Princi- 

pal Clyde E. Hanebrink of 
Farragut School is recalling last 
school year which he spent at 
an American naval base nestled 
in that turbulent corner of the 
world. 


Along with other Americans, 
he was sometimes restricted to 
the safety of the base as a pro- 
tective measure in the most 
critical times, but even so he 
often saw surly, armed mobs, 
traveled roads so dangerous 
that a military escort was sug- 
gested, and witnessed the suf- 
fering inflicted by hit and run 
tactics of terrorists who struck 
from dusk to dawn and hid out 
during the day. 


These incidents, however, 
were on his holiday trips from 
Port Layoutey in French Mo- 
rocco where he spent the school 
year of 1955-56 as principal of 
a new high school for children 
of American naval and civilian 
personnel at the base. Life in 
the school was much like it is 
in St. Louis and the base itself, 
several miles out from the city, 
was an isolated, protected area 
in a troubled world. 


Hanebrink was accompanied 
by his wife, who taught in the 
second grade of the base ele- 
mentary schooly Their home 
here is at 1750 Dyer avenue, 
Overland. They are among the 
many Americans who are being 
sent each year to all parts of 
the world to serve in American 
overseas dependents’ schools, 
set up to accommodate the sons 
and daughters of Americans 
stationed at Army, Navy and 
Air Force installations. 

Although the concentrated re- 
cruitment campaigns for next 
school year have just been com- 
pleted by the service branches, 
applications are received 
throughout the .year either to 
teplace those who might drop 
out at the last minute or for 
assignment in the subsequent 
school term. Both -men and 
women are accepted.

ANEBRINK, who was assign- 

ed to the principalship of 

Farragut School on his return 
to St. Louis last fall, was given 
the responsibility at Port Layou- 
tey of setting up a high school 
for the 100teen-agerson the 
base. Only elementary grades 
had been taught previously and 
those graduating from the eighth 
grade were sent back to the 
States or into other countries 
to continue their secondary 
school work in already-estab- 
lished dependents’ schools.

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bly will cling to the old style, 
the younger people will gradual- 
ly adopt more informal dress.

“When we reached the place 
where we were told we might 
get an escort, the officer told 
us it would be all right to go 
alone. We didn’t lose any time 
and drove about as fast as our 
little car could roll.

EAR Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
[): number of your colums 
in which you said that 
exercise is not necessary for 
good health after 40. What is 
your opinion of the effect of 
exercise on people who like 
high cholesterol diets? Isn't it 
true that sedentary men have 
a greater chance of coming 
down with a coronary than 
those who are active? Why. 
can’t we eat what we want and 
work off the cholesterol? I 
should think that would-simplify 
the whole problem. Mr. T.F.O. 


ANSWER: We are still look- 
ing for an answer—simple or 
otherwise. There is no unanim- 
ity of opinion. Nevertheless 
most doctors agree that cho- 
lesterols the big villain in the 
case. And we are stumped by 
the variations of cholesterol 
metabolism in different indiv- 
iduals. 

For examyle, consider two 
active men of tne same age 
with similar diets. One will 
have a high blood cholesterol 
and one won't. One may get 
a coronary involvement and the 
other escape it. If you study 
two inactive men you may find 
two with high cholesterol blood 
levels: but you will not be 
surprised to learn that in in- 
active persons cholesterol may 
be normal, too. 

So you see, Mr. T.F.O., there 
is no pat answer to this very 
important question. In a re- 
cent experiment Dr. Clark E. 
Brown and associates of the 
Lankenau Hospital of Philadel- 
phia fed rabbits a high choles- 
terol diet and exercised them 
periodically. They discovered 
that exercise doesn't prevent 
the formation of atheromatous 
lesions in the aorta or coronary 
arteries. The amount of arterio- 
sclerosis is determined by the 
amount of cholesterol in the 
diet and how long it has been 
taken.

Contrasting Elements 
Make Up Texas Society

HE legend is that practically all Texans have at least 
T a million dollars and are boors. Texans are becoming 
@ increasingly vexed at this for several reasons. 

For one thing, it’s bad publicity for the oil industry, 
Texas's staff of life. Sec- 
ondly, Texans emphasize, 
the legend isn’t true. They 
freely admit there is a 
small but spectacular cvo- 
terie of Texas nouveaux- 
riches who are distin- 
guished more by pecuniary 
flamboyance than by taste. 

But, they stipulate, Tex- 
as also has its gentility. 
As surprising as this may 
be to indoctrinees of Edna 
Ferber’s “Giant,” it turns 
out to be true. 

There are Old Families, 
IN SOUTH. exclusive clubs, tasteful 
WEST. parties, a complex of cul- 
tural, civic, and charitable activities, and the conventional 
debutante whirl. 

There are Texas families that have sent their’children 
to Ivy League prep schools and colleges for two genera- 
tions. There is a sizable group that oscillates between 
Texas and Southampton, L.l, and fashionable resorts in 
Europe. 

Only two occasional idiosyncrasies distinguish the social 
elite of Texas from the elite of other sections. One Is a 
fondness for homely nicknames si<h as Ike and Ed and 
Toe and Jake, which some of the most austere use regu- 
sarly in both business and social life. The other quirk is 
fidelity to forthright Texas speech. One of the state’s most 
sedate matriarchs, when asked how she liked being born 
with a gold spoon in her mouth, replied: “Well, it never 
gave me a sore throat.” 

And one Dallas-Southampton matron, being quizzed 
by an Eastern advertising man about her “secrets of en- 
tertaining,” felled him with: “Why, I just give them pea- 
nuts and whisky.” 

In the social picture, ofl wealth plays at best a sec- 
ondary role. Even wealth of the non-oil variety is not 
necessarily a decisive factor. Texas debutante rosters regu- 
larly carry the namés of girls from families of quite 
limited circumstancés. 

Background can figure importantly, but most impor-

Compared With East and South. 
N comparison with the Eastern seaboard, Texas admit-

still fighting off Indians in Dallas in the 1840s when 
Harvard College was 200 years old. 

But the extensive post-bellum migration into Texas 
from the Deep South brought mores redolent of magnolia. 
One of these is the tradition that fathers and brothers are 
the social mentors of young ladies, and present them to 
society at soirees staged by male clubs. 

By the 1890s Dallas—a municipal parvenu alongside 
yenerable San Antonio—even boasted a social magazine 
entitled “Beau Monde.” While complaining about tobacco 
juice on the sidewalks, it rhapsodized about such phe- 
nomena as the men's lavender gloves at the latest party. 

In the subsequent decades, Texas society has moved 
swiftly through evolutionary phases in which the East 
spent a century or more.

To Education

EN ROUTE TO MOROCCO. 

ONGRESSMEN opposed to 
Cau Federal aid to education 

defeated the school construe- 
tion bill in Congress last year 
by taking advantage of the 
Powell amendment, sponsored 
by Representativé Adam ae 
ton Powell (Dem.), New York, 
who represents a Harlem dis- 
trict. 

The Powell amendment would 
have denied Federal aid to 
school districts that had not 
complied with the Supreme 
Court decision to integrate their 
schools. 

Those who opposed Federal 
aid to schools, in principle, sup- 
ported the amendment and so 
it went into the bill. But when 
the bill came up for a final 
vote, they voted against it to- 
gether with the Southern Con- 
gressmen whom they knew well 
in advance would not accept a 
bill containing a mandatory 
integration provision. 


* . —_ 

MANY of those who voted for 
the amendment did so because 
they believed in the principle 
it set forth, and they followed 
through on their convictions by 
supporting it in the final vote. 

But their strength was not 
enough to pass it, for they were 
stymied by the double-cross 
that was so apparent that every- 
one in the country interested 
in the bill must have known 
what happened. 

Respect is due those Con- 
gressmen who felt strongly that 
it was unfair to pay Federal 
school funds to states which 
were doing their best to defeat 
the purpose of the Supreme 
Court’s integration decision. 

It seems to me that this year 
the school crisis is so great that 
the harm, both to white and 
Negro children all over the 
country, resulting from a short- 
age of classrooms is apparent 
to all. Overcrowding and split 
sessions in schools have had 
such a bad effect that even 
those who believe in the prin- 
ciple of the Powell amendment 
must realize that our first con- 
cern is to get school construc-

Her Goal: Children of Good Will 


World Otherwise Is Doomed, Says Educator

JEAN D. GRAMBS, who 
made a career of help- 
ing people get along to- 
gether, is convinced that unless 
today’s parents teach their chil- 
dren to be persons of good will, 
tomorrow's world is doomed. 
That is why the attractive, 
California-born educator, now 
in charge of adult education in 
Prince George’s county, Md., 
is spending this week in St. 
Louis, addressing teachers and 
group leaders on the problem 
of rearing children of good will 
for the creation of a more har- 
monious world. 


Dr. Grambs is a featured par- 
ticipant in a series of programs 
currently being sponsored dn 
St. Louis by the National Con- 
ference of Christian$ and Jews 
and the St. Louis Intergroup 
Education Association for 
Childhood Education. 

“Unless we can teach chil- 
dren to get along together, and 
to be persons of good Will, I'm 
afraid the world is doomed,” 
she said. “But parents and 
teachers and other adults who 
ore leading them must be re- 
‘ponsiblé for helping to eas 
‘he conflicts which arise be 

ween groups.”

THESE CONFLICTS, sh 
pointed out, include more than 
racial and religious differences. 
Among the major battlegrounds 
in the human race is the one 
between generations, betweer 
youth and age.

“We as- 
sume young people will get into 
trouble. We haven’t been able 
to treat them as responsible 
young people.

aren’t giving them what they 
need—and vandalism results. 
It’s an indication of their ha- 
tred of school because it isn’t 
meeting their needs. Teen-agers 
of today are far more mature 
than teen-agers of past gen- 
erations, yet we aren't taking 
that into consideratiofi in our 
treatment of them. We still 
insist on a pass before they can 
run an errand through the 
halls. We're treating them as 
children. 


“This doesn’t mean we should 
let them go in any direction 
without adult supervision. They 
want adult help and direction. 
They need it. But they want 
us to work with them and treat 
them as _ responsible and 
thoughtful young people.” 

Dr. Grambs is a graduate of 
Reed College in Portland, Ore., 
with graduate work in educa- 


tion at Stanford University. She 
later taught soc studies in 
junior high school, then served 
as associate professor of edu- 
cation at Stanford, concentrat- 
ing on intergroup work. She is 
the author of “Education in a 
Transition Community.” 

Aside from her role as edu- 
cator, she is also the mother of 
two children, and the princi- 
ples she advocates to others she 
is following in her own home, 
seeking to rear her daughters 
in a climate of good will and 
respect for others.

SHE MAKES these sugges- 
tions to parents: 

“We must really stop blaming 
everyone else for not doing the 
job and face up to our own re- 
sponsibility as parents for rear- 
ing children of good will. 

“At the same time, we cannot 
assume that we alone are re- 
sponsible. We can work with 
other organizations and remem- 
ber that they too — school, 
church, neighborhood — have 
a stake in our children’s lives. 

“Children need above all par- 
ental love and genuine accept- 
ance. This does not mean lav- 
ishing gifts on them or neglect- 
ing discipline. Children want 
discipline. They want guidance. 
But they also want love. 

“We must make them realize 
that we do love them and ap- 
prove of them no matter what 
they do. That doesn’t mean we 
like what they do always—and 
we cannot let them get by with 
doing as they wish regardless 
of others—but we must let 
them know we love them as 
individuals. We must make chil- 
dren feel that no matter if they 
do wrong they can be good. 

“We must give them a sense 
of self-worth. Remember. the 
more a child hates himself, the 


more he hates others.”
